THE INDUSTRIAL CRISIS OF 
GERMANY. 


———-o- 


The conflicting opinions entertained jn the 
Dual Monarchy as to the real significance and 
extent of the present industrial crisis in Ger- 
many furnish an interesting illustration of the 
all-porvading influence of national and party 
difforonces in this country, .wrots the Ténies 
Vionng correspondent last month. Its recessive 
developments are followed with the- closest 
attention not merely by the financial and com- 
mercial scction of the community, but also in 
political circles, wheré it is apparently hoped 
by some and approhended by others that it 
may appreciably affect the future political 
relations of the allied States, However that 
may be, the unflattering commenta tpon 
German methods made on this occasion 
can scarcely fail to exercise a. soboring 
influence on all but the most inveterate
